In  September  I was  informed  that  the  lov/er  level  supply,  from  wliich 
die  ships  receive  their  water,  showed  signs  of  a certain  amount  of 
pollution  • The  masters  of  vessels  were  accordingly  Ratified  tli  t 
they  should  boil  any  water  used  for  drinking,  if  unable  to  chlorinate 
same  •
